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Install the Adapter 

1 . Shut down the computer, unplug its power cord, and remove the chassis cover. 

2. Insert the contact edge of the D-Link DHN-520 card into the connector of any 
available PCI Bus Master expansion slot. Press the card firmly into the 
connector and ascertain that the card and contacts are fully seated in the 
connector. 

3. Install the bracket screw that secures the card to the computer chassis. 

4. Replace the computer's chassis cover. 

5. Reconnect the computer's power cord, and turn the computer on. If the BIOS 
section of your computer's boot program is Plug and Play compliant, then at 
power- up the BIOS will automatically configure any newly installed D-Link 
DHN-520 adapter.
